From 


The 
Editor 


As we near the end of Astoria’s Bicenten- 
nial and the year 2011, we look forward to 
the third century of so called modern history 
for our settlement here at the mouth of the 
Columbia, the great river of the west. What 
will the future hold for us? 

We certainly need to carefully evaluate 
how we are using the Columbia and the fish 
in it. How are we going to maintain what we 
have left and improve on it? The hordes of 
salmon that once entered the river, from the 
Pacific Ocean feeding grounds, to spawn in 
the vast upper reaches, were the outstanding 
Natural Resource that provided a majority of 
the means for development of our city. They 
no longer exist. Have we overdone it? There 
are those of us who feel strongly that we have. 

From the heavy commercial salmon 
fishing of the late 1800’s and early 1900’s and 
then the Dam Building frenzy before, during 
and after WWI, to the present day channel 
dredging program being carried out on the 
river, we have not always considered the long 
range environmental damages of such activi- 
ties. We don’t seem to understand and be able 
to control the old question, “When is enough, 
enough?” 

Now with the tremendous growth of 
population in the world, which is spilling over 
as well to the United States and the North- 
west, it is that much more difficult to reach 
consensus. We have just recently reached the 
7 billion people mark on this globe, which 
is an alarming figure to say the least. More 
and more human habitation along this great 
river of ours, with all of its new demands and 
requirements, makes forever increasing prob- 
lems. How much can “Mother Nature” take? 

More locally, with the harvest seasons 
on the various salmon runs in the river, we 
must work for sharing and cooperation in 
the division of the catch equally for all user 
groups. Fisheries are a public resource and no 
one group should be able to claim more than 
any other. The Native American upriver fish- 
ing in the Tribal Fishery, the Sport Fisherman 
involved in the Recreational Fishery, and the 
Commercial Fisherman providing for the Non- 
fishing Public must all give and take equally, 
and be considered for a fair share and percent- 
age of the resource. 

A positive report is the recent fall Chi- 


nook fishery harvest which included a sport 
catch of over 26,500 fish, plus the additional 
October numbers, eclipsing the old record 

of these Columbia River runs. This included, 
mainly, upriver brights (URB), headed for Han- 
ford Reach and Tule Stock. There were in ex- 
cess of 130,000 angler trips counted to reach 
this figure. The old statement said “that it 
looked like you could walk across the river on 
boats” was certainly in existence in many areas 
this year. Add this to fine spring and summer 
seasons in 2011, and recreational fishermen 
certainly deserved no complaint. 

The Indian tribal fishery above Bonney- 
ille did well also with their direct sales to cus- 
tomers in Cascade Locks and along Highway 
30 here in Oregon. The non-tribal commercial 
fishery, which was centered predominantly in 
Zones 4 & 5, St. Helens up to Bonneville Dam 
made some decent catches as well. Many of 
the historic, traditional lower river Gillnett- 
ers, in the Astoria area, however, were forced 
to “sit it out” a good share of the time. What 
with boat and boat pulling pickup truck fuel 
prices as high as they are it was practically 
impossible. This situation was wasteful when 
you considered that salmon flesh is at its very 
highest oil rich quality as it is first moving 
from salt ocean water into fresh river water, it 
begins the deterioration process from there as 
it moves up river. 

In the meantime we have those detrac- 
tors in the Willamette Valley, who wish to 
exterminate gillnetting and even the commer- 
cial fishery on the river altogether. Sharing 
and cooperation are evidently not in these 
people’s Lexicon. 

We also continue to experiment with an 
old fishery concept on the river, the re use of 
traps and seines. These methods of catching 
salmon years ago were outlawed and still are 
in Oregon and Washington and their empiri- 
cal use today is extremely questionable. Most 
fishermen on the river, both commercial and 
sport, are against returning to this old concept, 
but both Oregon and Washington Depart- 
ments of Fish and Wildlife continue to put 
much needed money for more direct salmon 
and river projects into the program. 

Watching the return of the White 
Salmon River in Washington, to a free flowing 
condition by the removal of the Condit Dam is 
truly a breath-taking situation. This and other 
dam breeching on other streams leading into 
the Columbia River, such as the Hood and 
Sandy, is just a beginning to what we can do 
to correct ill-advised salmon stream blocking 
dams constructed by our earlier ancestors in 
the name of agricultural and industrial neces- 
sity. To watch salmon populations returning 
in the very first year, to spawn in streams that 
have been mostly shut off to them for many 


generations, is heart warming. More will 
follow as we await Judge James Redden’s deci- 
sion in reaction to the Federal Government's 
future Hydropower program. 

We at the Gillnetter and CRFPU would 
like to congratulate our own Joan Dukes who 
recently was elected Vice Chair of the North- 
west Power and Conservation Council on 
which she serves as one of Oregon’s members. 
We in the Columbia River fishery owe much 
to “voice of experience” representatives such 
as Joan and Oregon State Senator Betsy John- 
son. We Thank You. 

Our nylon net recycling program con- 
tinues and we thank those of you that bring 
your old web, cut off the lines, and lead line 
into the station and trailer at Pier 3, Port of 
Astoria, across from Englund Marine. Anyone 
needing plastic bags can contact the Union Of- 
fice. The proceeds from this program certainly 
help keep the CRFPU doors open. We can 
proudly emphasize that old non-biodegradable 
nylon gillnets are not going into or staying in 
the water or on the ground or air. 

Thanks again to those of you who have 
made donations to this publication and made 
efforts to help out the Gillnetter and CRFPU. 
Your endeavors are much appreciated..

WHERE DO WE GO IN 2012 


Having been a part of Commercial 
Fishing on the Columbia River well over 
50 years and looking ahead to 2012,1 
cannot think of one year in the past that 
has been so overwhelming with the 
problems we will be having to deal with 
in the year 2012! 

First of all our Sport Friends in 
Portland and Salem are coming after us 
again as they have in past years many 
times. This time they have a new twist 
to ban Gillnetting and legalize fixed gear 
which was voted out in the lat 1940’s 
and is still not legal on the Columbia 
River. 

Now to add Gas to the Fire that is 
already burning, the states of Oregon 
and Washington are going ahead with 
test programs with fixed gear with the 
backing of the National Marine Fisheries 
Service and using Mitchell Act Funds 
which is another No-No. What is the test 
fishing looking for? A lot of Fishermen 
remember when fixed gear was legal 
and we know that you can catch a lot 
of fish with fixed gear. If the states are 
looking for a type of gear that is going to 
have low mortality and good recovery in 
the late summer and the early fall there 
is no such gear because the water is just 





too warm in these months for good 
recovery. All this test program has done 
is caused friction between fishermen. 
90% of fishermen are against this type 
of test fishing and only 10% is in favor 
of the idea. 

We must keep informed and attend 
as many meetings as possible. Express 
your views to elected officials and to 
the fishery management people. We 
must turn things around if we are going 
to have a viable Columbia River Gillnet 
Fishery. 

The year is coming to a close and the 
Holidays will be with us soon. Have a 
very Merry Christmas and a Good New 
Year from The Union Office.

The following special obituaries are of three special individuals. Each of them was related to the Fishing Industry, 
Columbia River, Alaska and Northwest history. They were all outstanding individuals and will be impossible to replace. 


Dorothy Rebecca Lund Riswick 


Dorothy died 
April 6, 2011 in Madras, 
Oregon 5 
Born to Hans and ¢f 
Rebecca Lund in Brush 
Prairie, Washington on 
July 27, 1917 Dorothy 
was the youngest of 13 
children. The Lund fam: 
ily had lived in Astoria 
and other nearby communities for many 
years with father Hans working on many 
projects including the north and south jetties 
at the mouth of the Columbia River. Doro- 
thy was 4 years old when her father’s work 
took him to Oregon City, Oregon to work on 
the dam and locks. Hans moved his family 
to Boring, Oregon where the family settled 
until all of the 6 youngest children finished 
their educations. Dorothy attended Boring 
Elementary and graduated from Sandy High 
School. Sadly, Hans Lund died in an industrial 
accident when Dorothy was 12 years old. 
Once Dorothy graduated from high school, 
mother Rebecca sold the farm and the two 
of them moved back to Astoria. 

At age 20 Dorothy married Edwin 
Holcombe with whom she had two children, 
Maurice and Judy. She lived in Nevada for 
a time but the marriage ended and she re- 
turned to Astoria. Her second marriage was 
to Gratian D. Miller. They had three children, 
Raymond, Marjorie and Al. Dorothy lived and 
worked in many places in the northwest as 
she was raising her children. She settled for 
many years in Coeur d’Alene, Idaho where 
she was employed in the accounting depart- 
ment of Potlatch Forests. While working for 
Potlatch Forests she commuted to Spokane, 
Washington and took night classes at a busi- 
ness college. She joined and was active in 
business clubs; she became president of both 
the Credit Women’s Breakfast Club and the 
American Society of Women Accountants. 
She took specialized training and became a 
member of the American Society of Inter- 
national Executives. She enjoyed travel to 
business conventions where she represented 
her employer and business clubs. She retired 
after 20 years with Potlatch Forests. Doro- 
thy always loved travel, so, shortly after she 
retired she made a trip to Anchorage, Alaska 
to visit friends. During her visit she applied 
for and was immediately hired to work in 
the oil fields on the north slope of Alaska at 
Prudhoe Bay. At age 60 she began a second 
career working for British Petroleum as an 






inventory tech. This was an exciting time 
for Dorothy. She bought a home in Anchor- 
age. Her new job required that she work 
12 hour shifts and work one week on and 
one week off. She would catch a charter jet 
at the airport and fly 3 hours to work from 
Anchorage to Prudhoe Bay. At Prudhoe Bay 
she lived in a facility known as the BP Hilton 
where she enjoyed her own private room 
and fine dining for meals. After her week of 
work she boarded a jet back to Anchorage 
for her week off. Her love of travel became 
a passion for travel; she would often land 
in Anchorage then catch another flight to 
somewhere else, such as Portland or Hawaii. 
Dorothy retired from BP when she was 67 
but continued to work on-call until she was 
70. Her retirement time was travel time. She 
traveled to Australia, New Zealand, Indonesia, 
China, England, Wales, Germany, Portugal, 
Spain, Greece, Norway, Denmark, Sweden 
and Finland. She traveled across Canada by 
Train and to many U.S. destinations. She 
would often winter in Arizona or New Mexi- 
co; always returning to her Oregon home. 
Dorothy was preceded in death by all 
of her brothers and sisters, a son Raymond D.

Alan started gillnetting on the Columbia 
River with his father, and at age 17 he began 
leasing a Bumble Bee Seafoods bow picker, 
which he eventually purchased.

In 1961, he started fishing with 
his father in Cook Inlet, Alaska, leased his 
own boat in 1970, purchased the Honker in 
1979, the Mackerel in 1990 and was there for 
his 51st season when he died on the boat, 
July 15th, after a successful day of fishing. 

Alan married Linda Dale Estoos at 
Peace Lutheran Church on March 18, 1967 
in Astoria. 

Alan was a member of Bethany Lu- 
theran Church, BKS Sportsmen Club, United 
Cook Inlet Drift Association, Columbia River 
Fishermen’s Protective Union, Salmon for All, 
National Rifle Association, Knappa Boosters 
and Brownsmead Boys Club. 

Alan’s favorite times were spent with 
family, hunting, trap shooting, attending 
Knappa sports events, playing and winning 
at crib, reading a Louis LAmour, the Dallas 
Cowboys and a bowl of ice cream.

Guest Editorial 


Dear Jon: 

It has been several years since I last 
corresponded with you, but I have been 
receiving the Columbia River Gillnetter 
which is greatly appreciated. Please note 
my change of address as indicated below. I 
share my issues of the Gillnetter with Ms. 
Charlene Imholt, daughter of Frank Nelson 
who fished the Columbia River for a long 
period of time. 

My Grandfather Tom Nelson (No 
relation to Frank) began fishing in the 
Columbia River in 1884 and he served as 
an apprentice with a gillnet fisherman. The 
two men operated a sail propelled boat 
that was 22 feet long with a 6-foot beam. 
The net was 230 to 240 fathoms long 
with 8-1/2 inch mesh, 38 meshes deep. 
Fish were fairly plentiful and brought 45 
cents a piece regardless of size, although 
steelheads were not accepted. As much 
of the equipment was cannery owned, the 
proceeds were divided equally among the 
two fishermen and the cannery. By 1885, 
Tom had his own sailboat for gillnetting 
and fished the Columbia from Brookfield 
across the bar. He also established a fish 
business at Point Ellice. 

Describing life on the early gillnet 
sailboats, Tom told of sleeping on hard 
uncomfortable fish lockers for six nights in 
a row. With most of the fishing done near 
the bar, the boats usually stayed out a week 
at a time. They would leave port on Sunday 
evening, returning home the following Sat- 
urday afternoon. Tom described the sight 
of the boats going home on a Saturday 
afternoon with the flood tide, and a North- 
west wind behind them. Their white sails 
spread “wing to wing”, set against the back- 
ground of a lowering sun, made a beautiful 
picture. The Norwegian men would talk 
of home to “hjemmedahlen” (home in the 
valley), as they joyfully sailed their boats 
to port. The thought of home and a soft 
bed with sheets, after a week of sleeping 
in oilskins on a hard fish locker, put most 
everyone in a gay and cheerful mood. 

Jon, 1 also wanted to thank you for 
printing obituaries in the “Wave Goodbye” 
section of the Gillnetter. You are prob- 
ably aware that the veterans of World War 
Il are passing away at the rate of 1,000 
each day. The memory of America’s World 
War II generation is preserved within the 


physical portion of the World War Il Memo- 
rial in Washington, D.C. and the Registry 

of Remembrances, an individual listing of 
Americans who contributed to the war ef- 
fort. I have taken an active interest in this 
Registry because I am a Korean Veteran and 
a U.S.Army retiree. I have taken the liberty 
of registering seven veterans whose obitu- 
aries appeared in the summer 2010 issue 
of the Gillnetter. There were four veterans 
listed in the 2011 Winter edition obituaries. 
Charles “Chuck” Haglund had previously 
been registered by his wife, but I registered 
the other three. 

The honoree’s wartime activity 
pertains only to the WW II time period 
from September 1, 1939 through July 25, 
1947. The World War II Memorial covers all 
branches of the service including the U.S. 
Merchant Marine and civilians who contrib- 
uted to the war effort. The Memorial main- 
tains a web site located at HYPERLINK 
“http://www.wwiimemorial.com” www. 
wwiimemorial.com. 

The Registry of Remembrances 
has a link on the left side of the Memo- 
rial Home page. When you are doing an 
individual search of the registry, do not use 
the middle name or initial in your search, 
as it causes the system to report back that 
no such entry exists. In addition, please 
do not use titles, prefixes or suffixes such 
as Junior or Senior. The search engine only 
recognizes first and last names. Also it is 
advised not to include a state, as sometimes 
the home state of an honoree has been 
incorrectly listed in the registry. 

My Uncle Martin Nelson served 
four years as a coach at Astoria High from 
1921 to 1925 and I enjoyed the Gillnetter 
Mystery Photo about the Astoria Basketball 
Team. Martin served in France as a Second 
Lieutenant during World War I. He is bur- 
ied in the Willamette Nation Cemetery in 
Portland, Oregon. 

Thanks again for the subscription to 
the Gillnetter.

There was a gloomy mood in Astoria, 
Oregon in the spring of 1896. The fisher- 
men had gone on strike against what they 
said were increasingly low prices each 
year from salmon they caught. One reason 
for the low prices was that the canning 
companies sold inferior canned salmon 
and that undermined consumer confi- 
dence. Salmon fishermen paid a high price 
for this and now the future of the entire 
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industry was uncertain. The strike erupted 
into violence on May 21. In the course of 
events the National Guard was called to 
prevent further violence and to protect 
the fishermen who wanted to fish despite 
the strike. The Guard arrived June 16 and 
the following day non-strikers were able 
to fish under their protection. The strike 
ended after two months and so much fish 
came in that the companies lowered the 


price by more than half and set a limit on 
how much fish each boat could deliver. As 
a result, many fishermen gave up fishing. 
Others continued to fish at the ridiculously 
low prices because they had no other 
means of livelihood. 

In the meantime a group of Fin- 
lander fishermen began to look for another 
answer. They dreamed of owning their 
own company, rather than working for the 
canning industry that bought their fish. A 
committee was formed to establish the 
“Union Fishermen’s Cooperative Packing 
Company”. Shares were sold first among 
Astoria’s Finnish fishermen. Many of the 
Finnish gillnetters and cannery workers 
were members of the CRFPU - Columbia 
River Fishermen’s Protective Union - that 
had been founded in 1884. They believed 
strongly in the cooperative concept of 
organization and were instrumental in the 
development of Union Fish. The joint own- 
ers would receive a part of the company’s 
profit in proportion to what they had 
delivered. 

In January 1897 the first annual 
meeting was held. The task of setting up 
the company went to Frans Kankkonen. 
He had come to Astoria four years earlier. 
Frans became the first manager. His broth- 
er Charles, who had changed his name to 
Wilson, became the chairman of the board. 
The Kankkonen brothers were known as 
reliable and efficient men. They were sons 
of the legendary shipbuilder Vilhelm Kank- 
konen in Finland who was known to be 
absolutely honest. 

Charles Wilson immigrated to 
America in 1879 when he was 18 years of 
age. He settled in Astoria where he set up 
a fish cannery. He built a boat, got a net 
and began to fish. He was known as a skill- 
ful boat builder. Several generations of his 
family had been boat builders and when 
Charles was 12 years old he had built 
boats together with his father Vilhelm. He 
was the first person to install a motor on 
a boat and fished with a net. His doubter 
declared it would be impossible because 
the net would be drawn into the propel- 
ler. Charles solved the problem and his 
method of building is still used today. 

He found his future wife in a Finnish

group in Astoria. She was Susanna Beata 
Niemela. Charles’s younger brother Frans 
Kankkonen and his wife Emilia Margareta 
Haggren also moved to Astoria. Brother 
Frans had studied to be an architect in 
Helsingfor/Helsinki. 

The brothers were very skilled men 
who came to manage the Union Fisher- 
men’s Cooperative Packing Company - or 
Union Fish as it was called. In addition to 
working with the fish cannery the brothers 
managed their own boat building business. 
The shipyard was called Wilson Brothers. 
Both businesses had mainly Finnish, Swede- 
Finn and Scandinavian employees. 

The activities within Wilson Brothers 
was not restricted to boat building. The 
company also took on the big project of 
building Taylor School and St. Mary’s Hospi- 
tal. Frans also established “The Klaskanine 
Fish Hatchery’ in Olney in 1911. Brother 
Frithiof worked on building this establish- 
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launch, “ WILLIAM T. MUIR”, built by the Wilson Brothers Shipyard for Alask

ment. That same year he became a partner 
in Wilson Brothers. During this time the 
shipyard decided to build larger boats. 

In the summer of 1902 the third 
brother Frithiof Kankkonen arrived in 
Astoria. He planned to stay a few years 
but stayed for the rest of his life. Frithiof 
worked with his brothers, but he also 
developed his own projects. Like Frans, he 
was trained as an architect. 

Union Fish developed over the years 
in a positive direction. At first the fisher- 
men’s wives tied the nets by hand. But 
the Kankkonen brothers soon developed 
mechanical equipment to take care of that. 
Frans also came up with a packing method 
that considerably simplified the production 
of tin cans. Frans also headed the factory 
that produced the tin cans. Union Fish 
used about 30,000 cans per season. 

Hundreds of fishing boats and a 
number of large vessels were built over the 
years by Wilson Brothers. The company’s 
boats became known for their high quality. 
In the spring of 1916 it was reported that 
the company had nearly 100 employees 
and that the number would increase. 

In the spring of 1917 there was a 
change in owners. Charles Wilson and 
Frans Kankkonen remained as company 
leaders. They received a large order for 
minesweepers for the American Navy. For 


a while Wilson Shipbuilding was the largest 
company that built ships of wood in the 
northwestern US. Charles died in 1918 and 
Frans died the following year. 

During 1921-45 Frithiof, as the third 
brother in the organization, led Union Fish 
over a quarter of a century including the 
depression and war years. Thanks to his 
leadership the company survived those 
difficult times. 

The Kankkonen-Wilson brothers 
and their families were well liked among 
Finlanders as well as Astoria residents. 
They had many important commissions 
of trust in the community. The brothers 
were strong teetotalers and advocates for 
prohibition. 

Frithiof was called Fritz in the busi- 
ness world. To the younger relatives he 
was Uncle Fritz, and some called him Uncle 
“Fish”. 

Fritz made a smart move when his 
brother’s son Jalmar Wilson caught a giant 
salmon in May 1936. The salmon became 
not only a popular postcard subject, but 
it met a very noble fate. The fish was sent 
to the White House. In a than-you let- 
ter President Franklin Roosevelt said the 
salmon was the best meal served to him in 
the White House. 

When Frithiof, the last of the broth- 
ers, died in the spring 1948, the local news- 


paper “The Astoria Budget” wrote that he 
was a leader that people praised for his 
efforts for the community. That which be- 
gan as a reaction to an unsuccessful strike 
became a successful business, which gave 
work and a livelihood to many families 
through several generations.

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FV Night Hawk 


Captain Bruce Hansen 


Bruce Hansen, of Sauvies Island, 
bought the wooden bow picker, Night 
Hawk, from Homer Taylor in 1970 and 
has fished it every since. He also pur- 
chased from Taylor a drift right on the 
Hewlitt as well as a boathouse behind 
Caterpillar Island. 

The boat was built in St. Helens 
by P Johnson in 1953 and a necessary 
basic periodic wooden boat repair and 
renovation took place some 10 years 
ago at Rick Lahti’s shop in Svensen, 
Oregon. 


Editor’s information: Following 
is Hansen's description of the boat 
and its history as transcribed by Rita 
Stacey from an interview. 


*Columbia River Gillnet Boat. 
1953.28.5 Built by P Johnson in St. 
Helens, OR. 

Night Hawk. Drifts fished: Warrior 
Rock/St. Helens, Vancouver, Brickyard, 
Milk Maid, Hewlett. Engine when built 
was a Hemi Head Chrysler V8 marine 
engine (most powerful of its era) and 
a manual transmission. It has fished 
every year since it was built. It is one 
of a kind as far as we know. The hull 
has spray rails and the bottom has an 
engine upward flare and flat where 
the boat rides at full speed. It was the 
fastest boat on the upper river in its 
time. After 38 years the cylinder rusted 
through. The block and the engine 
were replaced with a 350 Chevrolet 
with a 4-barrel, 270 hp and a hydrau- 
lic reduction gear, which is in it now. 
The carp sucked the cotton out of the 
seams twice and it sank in the boat- 
house net shed. We pumped it out and 
cleaned everything up and decided to 
get it repaired. We contracted Rick La- 
hti in Svensen and he said he could do 
the repair at his place in his shop. We 
tailored it down and Rick said we need- 
ed some good old growth fir wood. Be- 
ing hard to get now days, they were dis- 
mantling the old Terminal 2 in Portland. 
I went out to Terminal 2 and was able 
to purchase a trailer load of real good 
old growth beams. I took them down 
to Svensen and Rick had a friend who 
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RIGHT 


had a mobile sawmill and we cut the beams 
into all the dimensional lumber we needed. 
We had to replace the bow stem and Rick 
used Mahogany as he said it would last 
longer than fir. Rick replaced a number of 
oak ribs. He steamed them in the steamer he 
has in his shop. We also replaced the whole 
back deck as I used my boat to pull snags on 
the drift. The diver also liked my boat, as it is 
lower to the water than the stern drive bow 
reel boats. We also replaced one engine bed 
timber, fish locker lids and some parts of the 
fish locker. It is now moored in a boathouse 
in Multnomah channel and still fishes the 
Hewlett drift and up off Government Island 
in the spring 
fishery. It gets 
thumbs up every- 
where it goes and 
draws a crowd at 
the gas pumps. 
Great boat to 
handle and leads 
to the net like a 
dream. It has a 
hydraulic rubber 
roller puller on 
the port side and 
it also has a gypsy 
head. It was one 


of the first bow em a. 
rollers of its time. Night Hawk repair with carpenter Rick Labti at bis shop in Svensen 





It can also be moved to the starboard side. I 
now use the starboard side mounting holes 
to mount my resuscitation tank as required 
by ODFW. The shift, steering and throttle 

are in the bow and at the rear of the house. 
There is one bunk inside the house on the 
starboard side. It has a small table in the 
cabin with propane for heat, coffee warming 
and cooking.

SELECT AREA FISHERIES ENHANCEMENT 
Walk down memory lane. Through the eyes of a staff assistant. 
March 1983 through January 2012 


It’s March 1983 in Astoria; a blustery 
and cold, wet day. I’m leaving Alderbrook 
neighborhood for a job interview appoint- 
ment with Jim Hill, CEDC Fisheries Project 
manager, and Duncan Law, Oregon State 
University (OSU) Professor Emeritus and 
co-founder of the fisheries program in 1975. 
The interview will take place at the OSU 
Seafood Lab building at the foot of the East 
End mooring basin, where the project has 
office space donated by OSU. I’m a trans- 
plant from Boise, Idaho via Ponca, Arkansas; a 
reluctant mother and housewife who prefers 
to stay at home, but due to hard economic 
times is thrust back into the working world. 
My prayer is that God will open the door to 
the job that will be best for my family, and 
that He does indeed do.The interview goes 
well, as it’s very comfortable and pleasant 
talking to Jim and Duncan (for those of you 
who are familiar with them you know what I 
mean). Iam honest with them about having 
no knowledge whatsoever about salmon, 
but that I work hard and learn fast. The next 
day the call came and I was in. Thus began 
a journey of nearly 29 years, and did I learn 
about salmon! 

This being my final article for the Co- 
lumbia River Gillnetter, 1 wanted to focus 
on the human perspective and credit the 
dedicated leaders and staff for the success 
of this program. When I came on board in 
1983, Jim Hill had just recently inherited the 
reigns from former manager Tom Clune, who 
moved on to the Bonneville Power Adminis- 
tration (BPA) and became our first contract 
officer for our initial funding from BPA. Jim 
was my mentor and friend of truest charac- 
ter, and together with early project pioneers 
Paul Hirose and Marc Miller, transformed an 
idea into reality. Of the two fisheries tech- 
nologists at that time, Keith Warren is still 
with the project (since 1980) and Dave Shel- 
don moved on to begin a career with ODFW. 
Two more techs were hired,Todd Olson and 
John North. After about 3 % years of contrib- 
uting their expertise, they moved on;Todd 
to Pacific Power and John to ODFW where 
he is still very much involved with the SAFE 
program through fisheries management. In 
1990 our fisheries biologist, Rod Litton, and 
technologist Chris Ketcham joined the group 
after working with the Anadromous Aqua- 
culture program in Newport. Rod, Chris and 
Keith are still with the program today. Alan 
Dietrichs rejoined the team in 1994 (he was 
with the project in the beginning prior to re- 


turning to college to complete his education 
at Oregon State University). Dan Dunn came 
on board in 1996 to complete our group of 
five biologists/salmon culturists who have 
maintained this program through countless 
challenges these past two decades (three 

for Keith). Losing our manager, Jim Hill, 

in 2000 was a huge blow to the program, 

as well as for the community at large. Alan 
stepped up to the plate when he was asked 
to become interim manager and, together 
with a dedicated and capable crew, kept the 
project afloat. Nine months after losing Jim 
the program hired Tod Jones, who brought 
a“no status quo” attitude and accomplished 
some significant changes for the program 
that included the dam removal at the South 
Fork Klaskanine facility, ushering in a new 
era of ‘fish friendliness’ for the SF hatchery 
site. Six years later, following a realignment 
of resources, the manager’s position evolved 
into a Natural Resources Manager that over- 
sees both the fisheries and county parks pro- 
grams. Steve Meshke joined the team in that 
role and brought a new level of rapport with 
county and state government that, together 
with good grant-writing skills, resulted in 
critical funds to improve the South Fork 
hatchery facility and net-pen sites. Other 
challenges included news of funding cuts 
and layoffs, threats against the gillnet fleet 
(this one still looms), and major environmen- 
tal and resource policy shifts. Through it all, 
rather than jump ship these people chose 

to hunker down and persevere, establishing 
a level of experience and stability that has 
served this program well. 

In 1993 the fisheries project joined with 
the Washington and Oregon Departments of 
Fish and Wildlife to begin the SAFE program. 
Collaboration with both agencies’ numerous 
hatcheries and staff has been the life blood 
of SAFE. The commitment and superior 
leadership of the state agencies’ SAFE project 
managers (Marc Miller, and now Pat Hulett 
with WDFW; Paul Hirose, John North, and 
now Jeff Whisler with ODFW) has steered 
this program on a steady course through 
some rough waters to become a reliable 
provider of salmon harvest opportunities in 
the Select Areas. The program also contin- 
ues to benefit from the amazing mind and 
character of its founder, Duncan Law. Always 
the concerned community/salmon/fisheries 
advocate, Duncan stays active with frequent 
updates on the program’s progress. 

And what would this program be without 


the fishermen and processors, Salmon For All 
and the Columbia River Fishermen’s Protec- 
tive Union? The battles fought through the 
years by these groups and the contributions 
given to this program are a testament of how 
integral the salmon resource, and fair access 
to it by all user groups, is to this region. 

It is also needful to mention the program’s 
long-standing relationship with the OSU 
Seafood Lab and the wonderful professors, 
staff and students for 36 years that has been 
a super bonus.The Seafood Lab included 
our program in their move from the humble 
cinderblock building on 36th street to the 
current beautiful education and research 
center in 1997. Where else can you work 
in a town the size of Astoria side by side 
with people from so many foreign cultures; 
China, France, Iceland, Japan, Korea, Malaysia, 
Mexico, Poland, South and Central America, 
Sri Lanka, Taiwan, Thailand, Turkey and oth- 
ers? That experience added a dimension to 
my position I will always cherish. 

This journey has been rich indeed, and I 
feel so blessed for the experience and privi- 
lege of being part of it all. Last, and certainly 
not least, has been the pleasure of knowing 
my favorite historian and editor, Jon Wester- 
holm. The legacy of the Columbia River 
Gillnetter lives on through Jon’s hard work 
and love of history. I thank him for allowing 
me to share this one last walk down memory 
lane, as well as all the people who have made 
this so much more than a ‘job’.

Do Sea Lions Eat Salmon? 
Astoria Daily News - Saturday, May 23, 1901 


Scientists Disagree in Opinion 


If scientific research counts for much, 
the Columbia River fishing industry, which 
has been on the decline for some years past, 
will be built up again. The latest undertaken 
is that proposed by Professor E. M. McElfeah 
of the Zoological Department of Oregon 
Agricultural College in Corvallis. Prof. McEIf- 
eah’s work is purely voluntary but it will be 
greatly appreciated by all those interested in 
fishing. 

Writing to the fish warden Prof. McEI- 
freah states that California scientists who 
have investigated the matter express the 
conviction that sea lions, supposed to be the 
greatest nemesis of salmon, live entirely on 
squid, cuttle fish and other similar animals 
and that they do not destroy the food fishes. 
In view of the generally accepted theory 


that the sea lions kill hundreds of salmon, 
Prof. McElfreah is desirous of making some 
investigations to determine, if possible, 
whether or not the California theory is 
correct. 

Having learned that Astoria fisher- 
men would organize parties to extermi- 
nate the sea lions which swarm about the 
Columbia, the Agricultural Prof. asks that he 
be furnished with the stomachs of some of 
those killed. By an examination he believes 
he can determine positively just what fish 
the sea lions destroyed. The result of his 
examination will be awaited with interest 
here where it has all along been contended 
that the decline at the industry is due in 
great part to the ravages of the big sea fish. 
Mr. Van Dusan will do everything in his 
power to assist Prof. McElfreah in the work 
and asks the fishermen to render any aid 
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that the Professor desires. 
Deputy Fish Commissioner Mc- 

Reavy has gone to California on another 
investigative trip. Marked salmon of this 
vintage of 1892 have been coming to the 
Sacramento. These fish were given to the 
late Commissioner McGuire by the U.S. 
Fish Commission and all were marked 
by the removal of the adipose fin. Re- 
cently Commissioner Little and Warden 
Van Dusan met and discussed the matter 
thoroughly.

Once the two men landed in Astoria, 
they began laying plans for their boat build- 
ing business. They had both immigrated 
from Finland in 1910. 

From 1910-1914,Axel and John 
worked as shipwrights for various ship build- 
ing companies up and down the Columbia 
River. By 1917, they had set up their own 
business in Astoria. This was titled The Asto- 
ria Motor Boat Company. 

Though both Axel and John had 
worked on ships for many years, they were 
able to obtain consistent contracts to build 
smaller boats which provided good work 
and decent money. 

They did fairly well for themselves 
during the late WWI years. They built 
fishing boats, lifeboats, and had a contract 
with the US Coast Guard. They even built a 
pleasure boat for Mr. Meier of Meier & Frank 
fame in Portland. 

They soon concentrated on gillnet 
boats, which there was a big demand for in 
the large Columbia River commercial fishing 
industry. 

As a boat builder, John was driven 
perfectionist. As a master builder, he was 


extremely demanding. His sons were both 
drafted to work on boat building projects 
and George, at least, found the work tedious, 
especially when working with his father 
who insisted that he sand until the wood

PETE TADEI and MV Service 


Pete Tadei was a 
synonymous name in the 
modern background of 
Astoria growth and de- 
velopment, in more ways 
than one. He became 
the captain of the latest 
Standard Oil Company 
marketing boats, the MV 
Service, delivering ai 
gasoline, diesel oil, and Pete Tadei 
oil products on the Astoria waterfront after World 
War II. Many images exist, in our memory, of Pete 
and the service at various places up and down 
the Columbia River. 

Before the Astoria-Megler Bridge was 
completed one of his major runs was over to 
Ilwaco on the lower river and he made regular 
runs upriver to service many fishing stations with 
such places as Altoona, Pillar Rock, Brookfield, 
Cathlamet and Clifton among them. This author 
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Pete Tadei loading MV Service 


can remember, with his vivid hat on, his visits to 
Kaboth-North Island delivering 50-gallon drums 
of gas to individual gillnetters at Union Fish, CRPA 
and Barbey receiving station scows. 

During the construction of the highway 
bridge across the river, the boat was kept busy 
supplying fuel to the equipment involved in pier 
construction. As the bridge construction was 
completed in the 1960's and fishing industry con- 
tinued to slow down in the 1970’s, the demand 
for local water delivery disappeared. 

Approximately 100 years after the discov- 
ery of the great river of the west, the Columbia 
in 1792 by Gray, the Lewis & Clark Expedition of 
1805-1806 establishing Fort Clatsop, and the Astor 





fur trading settlement at Astoria in 1811, Standard 
Oil Company of California pioneered the first pe- 
troleum service to this section of young America 

100 miles west of Portland. 

The advent of hundreds of motorized gill- 
net boats taking over from the historic “butterfly” 
sailboat fleet at this time was not overlooked by 
the Standard Oil Giant, as they established the 
Astoria plant to feed the growing fishing industry. 
Starting out literally, as a“one horse”“one man” 
operation, making deliveries of the “two fives” 
wooden boxes containing a pair of 5 gallon tins 
of “Pearl Oil” kerosene, it soon began to feed a 
fleet of trucks and boats to meet the ever increas- 
ing demands of the area. 

To supply the growing number of river 
bound customers in the estuary, including the 
fishing boats and launches, it wasn’t long before 
the first of the tank delivery boats was put into 
service to deliver fuel oil. 

Young Peter Tadei grew up in Astoria in 
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the teens, 20s and 30s and was an outstanding 
athlete playing on some of the early day teams of 
this “Golden Era” of Astoria “= 


sports. As a member of the 
old Columbia Sports Club, 

he was a “quick” and “dead 

eye” shooting guard on the 
basketball team. 

Columbia Club also 
fielded baseball and football 
teams and constructed the 
Columbia Field at the foot 
of 36th street below Astor 
school in 1923. It is now 
a major youth baseball and 
softball as well as soccer 


facility. 

Pete in his later years became a regular 
fixture at his son and grandson’s games at Star of 
the Sea and Astoria High School athletic contests. 

Pete Tadei died in 1981 at age 78.

“Lax Looda”, by Ellen Niemi 


Salt Salmon, sliced thin (or one pint canned salmon) a few whole peppers 

One onion ¥% cube butter or margarine 

2 tablespoons flour milk to cover the layered ingredients 
4 potatoes 


Soak the salt salmon overnight or as needed for your own taste. Slice thin. Butter a casserole baking dish well. Starting with potatoes, layer 
the potatoes, which have been peeled and sliced as for scalloped potatoes, onions, salt salmon. Sift some of the flour between layers and add 
whole peppers until casserole dish is filled. Add milk to cover the ingredients. (This may be whole milk, 2%, canned, or whatever your prefer- 
ence is to richness.) Dot with butter or margarine and bake in moderate oven until potatoes are done and top is nicely browned. Probably 
about one hour. 


Lakslota, by Harriett Engblom 
In a casserole, layer sliced potatoes, sliced salted fish and sliced onions. Season with pepper and a very small bit of salt. Cover with milk or a 
white sauce. Bake at 375-400 degrees until potato is done. 


Lakslouta (Slavonian Way), by Velma Vlastelicia 

1 medium onion, sliced thick 4 medium potatoes, sliced 
2 tbsp. oil 2/3 of a small can of milk 
¥ Ib. can salmon (take out skin and bones) 


Put oil in casserole, add onions and sliced potatoes. Brown 3 or 4 minutes on top of stove. Add fish, stirring carefully. Add milk and gently stir 
again. Bake in 375 degree oven for 1 hour or until potatoes are done. If mixture appears too dry, add a little water, not milk.
